U. S. Reveals

The Soviet proposal, on the oth- 
er hand, is at least vague on the 
subject of production controls. 

The Russians have proposed 
that control in the first year of 
the disarmament program be lim- 
ited to the setting up of inspec- 
tion posts in big ports, railroad 
junctions, roads and airports. 

In the second year, the control 
organ would have the right to 
Station its inspectors on the ter- 
ritory of signatory states within 
‘‘the bounds of the control func- 
tions théy exercise’ with access 
limited to “objects of control.”’

Two empty ball parks constructed mainly for the use of 
spring training major leaguers sit unused in the Tampa Bay 
area, one in Tampa, one at Clearwater. St. Petersburg owns 
a handsome park, the spring home of the St. Louis Cards, 
but now struggiting to provide the natives summer pastime 
with a class D entry.

Changes have revitalized major 
league points, even with such miserable losers as Baltimore 
and Kansas City. 

The Charlie Hurth circuit can’t wait another winter. Chances 
mre that Miami and Tampa won't be available then. It has been 
proven that nobody will look out for the minors but the minors 
themselves. I say it’s time now for the Southern Association to 
Jook out for itself.

BOSTON, May 13 ®—A 
cheerful Ted Williams donned 
his familiar No. 9 and grabbed 
a handful of bats and began 
workouts today at Fenway Park 
after signing a baseball con 
tract for the balance of the 
1955 season with the Boston 
Red Sox. 


After spending more than an 
hour in a closed session with 
Gen. Mer. Joe Cronin, the 36- 
year-old left-hand slugger posed 
amiably for photographers and 
held an informal news con- 
ference. 

By mid-afternoon, Ted was 
spraying hits to all fields— 
banging drives into the right- 
field seats and off the left- 
field wall—at the site of many 
of his historic baseball feats. 

“I’m awfully happy to be in 
the surroundings of baseball 
again,’”’ said Williams who ar- 
rived by plane from Miami at 
7:05 a.m.
